Cosmos Told of 
Women' s Rights 
Around World 

Representatives from the West 
Indies, the German Club, the Polish 
Club, and the Hellenic Club ad- 
drcsjicd the Cosmopolitan Club last 
Friday cveiiinR. The general theme 
under discussion was the status of 
women in each^ ot the various 
countries represented. 

Noel Edwards, representing the 
West Indies stated that the position 
of native womcnr in the Islands, 
today Is definitely an inferior one. 
This is a hang-over from the re- 
strictions laid upon imparted 
African slaves by the British. 
Their, descendants today constitute 
around' S5% of the Islands' popula- 
tion. However steps forward are 
being taken as all woiperi will be 
enfranchised when universal suf- 
fering is introduced in 1954. 

Mavis Collls, a McGlll graduate, 
presented a few, observations con- 
cerning the respective position of 
women in Germany and Switzer- 
land, which were made during a 
recent residence in thèse countries. 
The chief .difference in the two 
countries was the greater freedom 
of the German- women and their 
more vital ''interest In general af- 
fairs. 

Bogdan SLichiewicz, speaking 
next as representative of the Polish 
Club stressed the^iinpo^nt part 
that Polish .womei^a^j^fayed in 
the country's historyî!^^cy have 
won for themselves' great respect 
by^ their heroic actions and because 
through one hundred years of sub- 
jugation they have kept alive In 
their children the spirit of Polish 
nationalism. 

In sharp contrast was the status 
of rural women 'in Greece as 
described by Hariy Triandb, re- 
presenting the Hellenic Club. In 
Greece, a predominately rural 
country, they are forced to spend 
all their lives at domestic tasks 
except during the religious festi- 
vals. . ■■ ■ • 

In the- large, cities, however, 
there Is not miich basic difference 
between, Greek and American 
women due to the 'blending of Im- 
ported Ideas. '

One seldohm has the pleasure or 
opportunity of hearing,* grcàt pian: 
1st: and Wednesday night was niost 
certainly one of those memorable 
occasions when the English pianist. 
Solomon, made his second appear- 
ance in Montreal at Plateau Hall. 
To crhldze his performance 
would be almost impossible, for 
whatever he plays, he plays lo per- 
fection. Whether it Is the charm- 
ing and simple sonata In C major 
by Haydn or the tortuous and ex 
cccdingly difficult pages ot the 
sonata in C minor by Beethoven, 
they both fall into the same cate- 
gory—child's play to this master 
of the keyboard.

Pre-game Rally 
Erupts Into Riot; 
Quelle d by Police 

Cambridge. . Mass.,— (Special) — 
A student demonstration before 
Saturday'.s Harvard-Yale game 
here erupted into a riot which last- 
ed an hour before it was quelled 
by sixty policemen. 

Fifteen students were arrested, 
nine for disturbing the peace and 
six on charges ot drunkenness. 

Following a regular prc-game 
pep rally, the students streamed 
Into Harvard Square wnerc a city 
council man was slapped in the 
face, a patrolman was bitten on the 
hand, and several persons were cut 
by flying glass from beer- bottles 
whldi were smashed in the streets, 
police said. 

According to reports, the rioters' 
actions were in form not unlike 
those seen performed by McGill 
students at pep rallies this year, 
but differed only In Intensity. 

Police said the students snapped 
trolley wires from street cars and 
shook cars and .taxis caught in the 
mob. 

The city councilman who was 
slapped during the demonstration 
said he would demand that the 
University pay tor all damages;^ 
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vantage.
